He 
stated briefly the scope and nature of the 
principles on which the Commission proposed. 

The Commission, he 
said, were directed to inquire into and report 
upon charges made against certain members 
of the House of Commons and other persons 
in connection with the O’Donnell- Times ac- 
tion. The Commission held that the inqutry 
should be restricted to the charges that were 
were made the cause of that action.

He urged the Switehmen’s Mu- 
tual Aid Association never to disregard 
the laws, to honestly consider the rights 
of others and use arbitra- 
tion as the means of adjudication 
and never resort to violence, which was 
always tobe condemned, unless it was the 
only weapon that could be used and lite was 
the thing to be defended.

Quarantine Against New Orieans Raised.

Pas- 
sengers, freight and mail will pass as usual. It 
was raised on the strength of an official de- 
nial from New Orleans. . 


Dr. Rutherford’s Action.

Absrm, Tex., September 17.—Saturday night 
State Health Officer Rutherford at Galveston 
issued a proclamation instituting a rigid quar- 
antine against New Orleans, and immediately 
took the cars for Austin, reaching here Sunday 
morning, to consult with the Governor. The 
quarantine proceedings excited much indigna- 
tion in New Orleans, and yesterday many tel- 
egrams were received by the Governor 
protesting against it and declaring 
that no fever existed in the city. Dr. Ruther- 
ford, however, has positive and reliable in- 
formation from absolucely authentic sources 
that two cases of genuine yellow fever 
are in the city, and he has the 
numbers of the residences and 
streets, hence his prompt stopping of 
all intercourse between Texas and the Crescent 
City. Health Officer O. P. Wilkerson of New 
Orieans telegraphed the Governér this morn- 
ing that the city was entirely free of fever and 
has been ail year, and asking that the quaran- 
tine be raised. The following reply was sent 
him: „ 

The precautionary measures to prevent 
Texas from the hazzard of yellow fever was 
based upon information deemed authentic by 
Dr. Ratherford. If his prompt action proves 
unnecessary the quarantine will be raised. 
He will doubtless give due respectto your

Two well known yellow fever experts were 
dispatched to New Orleans Saturday night to 
personally investigate the cases and report to 
Dr. Rutherfo and until they are heard 
from pronouficing the disease not yel- 
low fever, rigid quarantine will be 
maintained by the Texas authorities. 
It is well known here and 
all over the yellow fever beit that the weather 
for the past three weeks has been very favor- 
able for the spread of yellow fever, and for a 
week or ten days there have been rumors of 
its existence in New Orleans, State Health 
Officer Rutherford is confident it does.

‘was the only thing Mr. Brame thought 
worthy of mention in that branch of the 
subject. He assumed that this payment 
of $6,000,000 a year in wages was a sort of 
gratituous boon secured to wage-carners 
by a protective tariff, and that it was no 
concern of theirs whether Mr. CaRNEGIE 
pocketed two dollars or ten for every 
dollar he paid in wages. 

But tf the income of Mr. Oarnecr’s 
business was a creature of law, and the 
proceeds directly or indirectly of a tax 
laid for the benefit of his business upon 
the people of this country—if this law was 
made for the benefit of workingmen and 
to raise their wages—why should it leave 
the distribution of the proceeds to Mr. 
CaRNEGIE’s own generosity and let him 
pocket the lions share and grow rich 60 
rapidly while the thousands who drew 
wages from him remained poor? Shall 
we permit the Government to lay taxes 
for private benefit and to distribute the 
benefits unequally, favoring some classes 
at the expense of others and greatly 
favoring the capitalist at the expense of 
the labor that ‘‘pays for all?’’ 

When government interferes with the 
distribution of wealth on purpose to di- 
vert the natural currents for individual 
benefit by means of taxes and trade eb- 
structions, and does it so as to help the 
rich and strong more than the poor and 
weak, itis simply using the most perni- 
cious weapons of Socialism to bring about 
results worse than Socialism proposes. 
The more millionaires it thus makes the 
fewer men of moderate means it leaves 
between them and the moneyless millions, 
and the more helpless it makes the latter 
in the wage-market. Itis this concentra- 
tion of the annual production of wealth 
inthe hands of a few by unequal laws that 
is making the masses restless and discon- 
tented and planting the seeds of danger 
in our social life, 

If it is one of the functions of govern- 
ment to make the Carpegies, Goulds, 
Vanderbilts, Huntingtons and Stanfords 
so very rich in order that hey may pay 
out some small part of their wealth in 
wages, why is it not equally a function of 
government to make us all rich and inde- 
pendent of wages? While Mr. Brains is 
teaching the multitude that they can vote 
themselves better wages, why not teach 
them that by their votes they can abolish 
poverty? If legislation or taxation may 
properly increase the wages ofaciass at 
the expense of their fellow-citizens, why 
not just as properly by the same means 
secure an equal division per capita of the 
annual increment or of all the wealth there 
is? That is the ultimate logic of Mr. 
BLAINE’s teaching, though he would be 
one of the first to recoil from it.

THE necessary purchase of $45,000,000 of 
bonds in the last five months, in order to 
keep the accumulation of idle money in 
the Treasury below the danger line, has 
in that time raised the price on 4% per 
cents from $123 to $129. The Government 
has therefore paid about $11,700,000 more 
than the face value of the bonds, and by 
its purchases enabled the bondholders to 
collect at least $1,350,000 of increased 
premiums on the amount sold. Yet Mr.

SHOTGUNS AND SHOOTING 


SPORTSMEN OF THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 
AND THEIR FAVORITE WEAPONS. 


Changes That Have Taken piace in Sporting 
Weapons— Scarcity of Game Making 
Fine Shots—The Chokebore Gun, Its 
Rise and Decline—Heavy Weapons Dis- 
placed by Lighter Arms—Open and Cover 
Shooting and Their Different Bequire- 
ments—Excellent Marksmanship of the 
Westerners. 


Lawrence Gregory of New Haven, Conn., 
who is at the Southern, said in the course of 
conversation with a Post-DIsPaTCH reporter: 
For the last fifteen years I have been engaged 
in the business of selling sporting goods, hav- 
ing traveled all over the West and Southwest 
in the course of my business experience, and 
consider myself tolerably well informed in all 
that pertains to sporting arms. In few other 
branches of business has the popular taste 
changed more than in the direction of shot- 
and the gun- 


guns and other firearms, 
ner of to-day requires a different 
weapon from that in demand five 


years ago, and will probably soon 
consider the present arms obsolete. Since the 
substitution of breach for muzzie-loaders a 
new class of arms has come in, and the breech- 
loader of to-day ie an entirely different thing 
from that of a few years ago. 
CHANGE IN CALIBERS. 

A man handling this line of goods finds that 
there is not nearly so much demand for the 
heavier calibers, 10 and 12 gauge for field 
shooting, as there used to be, 14 having become 
the favorite caliber, while nearly as many 16- 
bore guns as 10 are now sold to hunters. The 
cause of this is, in my opinion, that amateur 
sportsmen have become better shots than 
they used to be. This is, I know, contrary 
to the general opinion, but no one who 
has observed the growth of our gun clubs can 
doubt the fact. The cause of this improve- 
ment lies in the great diminution in the quan- 
tity of game. Ten or even five years ago quail 
and prairie chicken could be found in immense 
numbers in Iowa, Arkansas, Missouri and In- 
nois. The birds were tame and easily killed, 
and sportemen could secure a good bag with 
a small amount of skill. They therefore went 
in for heavy bore guns that scattered well,and 
as they did not have to go far afield, 


| they did not object to the additional weight. 


There was therefore but little demand for 14 
bore guns, and those gauged at 16 were rele- 
gated entirely to the use of half-arown boys.
